BUENOS AIRES, Aug., 28.— 


Extraordinary precautions were 
taken today by the Argentina gov- 
ernment here to,frustrate a. possi- 
ble coup by political opponents of 
President Hipolitb Irigyen. 


Machine Guns and mounted po-

President Irigoyeu received 


the Argentine war'minister at his

News of the extraordinary meet- 


ing spread through the city and 
large crowds gathered, outside of 
the president's home during the 
early hours of the morning. The 
newspaper La Prensa, which gave 
first details of the widespread mil- 
itary preparations to stem a pos- 
sible coup, declared two trainloads 
of troops were being held in read- 
iness at La Plata, 30 miles distant 
for an immediate summons -to 
Buenos Aires.

Pickaway-co had 32 accidents, 


none of which were fatal, none 
caused permanent disability, 11 
over seven days loss time, five 
seven days or less and 16 medical 
cases involving time loss. In June 
this county had 17 accidents, with 
two-fatalities and 12,277 days time 
loss. 


The statistical laboratory of the 


Division has just completed a com-
